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\ Studying Abroad 
\ Creates Friendly 
‘Attitude 


What are you going to do when 
you leave Santa Ana _ College? 
You’ll probably go on to another 


school. In all probability most of: 


the male students will go into the 
army, but should the opportunity 
present itself so that you could 
continue your education, it would 
be well to consider the possibility 
of study in a foreign country. Yes, 
learning abroad is possible. 

During 1947-48, there were 
' about 20,000 foreign students in 
‘American colleges. Universities 
will more than balance the ex- 
change as soon as the devastated 
countries recuperate from the war. 

Why study abroad? There are 
a number of very good reasons. 

The most obvious is the inter- 
change of culture that study 
abroad permits. True understand- 
ing between people is the only 
way a world government can func- 
tion, and the only way to a last- 
ing peace. 

Learn a Language 

Another obvious reason is the 
chance, it presents to learn another 
language in the only way it can 
really be learned, by living in a 
land where you must use it to get 
along in daily life. 

To see things at first hand in a 
country that can be found no- 
where else is another good reason 
to study in a foreign country. One 
may go to Greece to study ar- 
chaeology, to-Mexico, Egypt, and 
Peru to witness the remains of 
vanquished civilizations or to the 
Brazilian Valley of the Amazon 
for knowledge of tropical flora 
and fauna. Perhaps even to Alaska 
to see Northern Tundras. 

Usually the student travels sim- 
ply to see famous places and build- 
ings, widely known works of art, 
great engineering achievements, or 
daily activities and diversions of 
other peoples. The famous Nor- 
wegian writer, Knut Hamsun, says 
that he left home as a youth, “‘just 
to see what other folks are up to.” 

Not Expensive 

To study abroad is not as ex- 
pensive as one might think. On 
the authority of a number of con- 
‘current reports it seems safe to 
say that the student who is content 
to live without luxury can find 
adaquate room and board for $75 
a month o less, especially in 
Canada, Australia, Austria, Bo- 
livia, Denmark, Eire, India, Italy, 
Norway, Portugal, and the Union 
of South Africa. 

In some countries: student or- 
ganizations have built hostels for 
their members. Less expensive 
than hotels and more accessible 
than American fraternities, these 
serve a very useful purpose in 
many university towns. 

One finds occasionally, as in Tr- 
jillo, Peru, very satisfactory and 
inexpensive hotels built by the 
government and catering primarily 
to students, although they are not 
owned by the university.

According to last month’s budget 
report, the receipts have netted 
only $21,023.91. and the college 
is $1,601.09 short of meeting its 
set goal. 

This results in a serious pro- 
blem, because the chief sources of 
revenue, which includes football 
and the sale of student body cards, 
are past _ history Also 
coming up in the near future is 
a payment of almost $3,000.00 on 
the student union and the money 
will have to be appropriated out 
of the budget which is already in 
the red. 


The only way that the College

tan meet the budget now and 
make the student union payment 
is to cut down drastically on its 
spending in the various depart- 
ments. This will be no easy job 
because spending is at a minimum 
now and the Fiesta, which is the 
biggest event on the spring calen- 
dar, is coming up in May. Spon- 
soring such an affiar takes money 
and, as you_ probably already 
know, money does not grow on 
trees, especially around SAC. 

Blame for the current dilemma 
can be laid on such factors as 
over-estimating the budget, slight 
drop in college enro!Iment, care- 
less spending in all departments, 
decrease in the gate receipts 
during football season, and even
